The sittings will 
be held in the beautiful Hall of King’s. College, which, together 
with the Combination Rooms, has been kindly placed by the 
College authorities at the disposal of our President, Mr. Henry 
Bradshaw. The Cambridge Union Society also have been good 
enough to offer the Association the free use of their very con- 
venient rooms during the period of the Meeting. 


Papers are expected from our Cambridge members on the 
following subjects:—The Cambridge Librarics in L710, by the 
Rev. Professor Mayor; On Mediwval Libraries, by Mr. J. W. 
Clark ; On the Spread of Books in Early Times, by Mr, Kirikr 
Magnusson ; On the Trinity College Library, by Rev. Robert 
Sinker, as well as accounts of other College Libraries to be visited. 

Other papers already promised are :—On the Printing of the 
British Museum C — by Mr. R. Garnett; On Librarianship 
as a Profession, by Mr. R. Tedder; On Far ly Book Fairs, by 
Mr. Cornelius Walford ; — Public Historiography and Printing, 
hy Mr. James Yates; “ Who Spoils our Books?” by Mr. Henry 
Stevens; On the Cataloguing of Journals and Transactions, by 
Mr. H. B. Wheatley ; and On Binding, by Mr. F. T. Barrett and 
Mr. J. Y. W. MacAlister. 

The Committees which have been appointed during the year 
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will present reports on the important questions of the Training of 
Library Assistants, Size-Notation, and on Illustrations to onr 
Cataloguing Rules. In view of the discussion upon the latter 
Report, it has been thought desirable to reprint the Cataloguing 
Rules with corrections. A Report will also be presented on the 
Answers received to the Binding Circular issued by the Council 
last year. 


The Council give notice that they will propose at the Annual 
Meeting the following Amendments to the Constitution :—- 

In Article 6 to strike out the clause ‘‘ Provided that the number 
of persons so elected shall never exceed two-fifths of the whole 
number of subscribing members.” 

In Article 11 to insert the words ‘“ two years 
the last two words, “ one year.” 

The Treasurer has given notice of his intention to move the 
following Amendment :— 

In Article 4 to strike out the words “and such subseription 
shall he invested by the Conneil on behalf of the Association.”

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Member of the Association: Mr. J. E. Lipptarp, West Hill Lodge, 
Hastings. The following gentlemen were duly proposed and 
seconded for election at the next Meeting:—Mr. T. D. Hater; 
and Mr. J. F. L. Manin, 170, Union Street, Plymouth, The Meet- 
ing then adjourned. . 


GENERAL REPORT OF THE COUNCIL FOR THE YEAR 
1881-1882. 


Tae Council have the pleasure of presenting to the Members their 
Report on the work and progress of the Association for the fifth 
year of its existence. 

At the close of the first lustrum of our activity it is not un- 
natural to look back with the view of measuring the work that 
has been done and the progress that has been achieved. So far, at 
least, as the preliminary labour is concerned of attracting to us the 
leading librarians of the country and the most zealous friends of 
Libraries, we have every reason to congratulate ourselves, The 
accessions to our ranks have steadily continued, so that while at 
the date of the Oxford Meeting our Members numbered 180, at 
Manchester 229, at Edinburgh 286, at London, last year, 336, they 
now number, on the eve of our Fifth Annual Meeting, no less than 
368, to which number we may reasonably expect some addition at 
Cambridge. 

The Council think our Members will agree with them, that no 
small service has been rendered to the cause of Libraries by the 
bringing together of so many persons interested in their efficient 
working and prosperity. The opportunities of intercourse afforded by 
the Association, particularly by its Annual Meetings, have done 
much to develop, and may almost claim to have created, a real 
esprit de corps among the Librarians of the United Kingdom. 

The Monthly Meetings of the Association have been regularly 
kept up, and on tke whole have perhaps been as: successful as 
could be expected, when it is remembered that, from considerations 
of time and space, we can rarely be favoured at these Meetings 
with the company of our country members, and that the number 
of working London members is smaller than it should be. Never- 
theless, the Monthly Meetings have done good service in several 
ways, and have called forth a fair number of interesting papers. 

It is, however, to our Annual Meetings that we must look for 
the most vigorous and active expression of the vital energies of the 
Association, and the Council feel that they are thoroughly justified 
in congratulating the Association on the invariable and even in- 
creasing success of their annual gatherings. The idea expressed 
by many members some time ago that biennial or even triennial 
meetings would prove sufficient, may. be taken, for the present, at 
all events, to have been effectually dispelled. ' 

The Council think that they are also entitled to look with some 
degree of complacency upon the records and memorials of the 
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Annual Meetings in the shape of the handsome series of our 
Transactions and Proceedings. At the same time they cannot hel) 
feeling that i° these expensive volumes are to be continued, it should 
be our object. as time goes on to increase the amount of matter 
of permanert interest and value appearing in these volumes, while 
matter of more temporary interest and of less literary value might 
well be published in the Monruty Nores, now that they have been 
enlarged. 

Besides the numerous important papers contributed to these 
volumes, or published in the Monruty Norrs, the work done by 
Special Committees may perhaps claim a high degree of practical 
importance, The Council need not here do more than recapitulate 
the subjects that have been thus dealt with. During the five 
years Committees have been appointed from time to time on the 
following subjects :—A General Catalogue of Knglish Literature ; 
On Mr. Poole’s Index to Periodical Literature; On Title-Entries ; 
On Size-Notation; On Indicators; On Library Statistics; On the 
Training of Library Assistants; On Illustrations to our Catalogu- 
ing Rules; and on Binding. While the labours of these Com- 
mittees have in some cases already borne fruit in actual accom- 
plishment, or in the formation of opinion, in other cases a final 
issue has not yet been reached, though even in these the work 
dlone by the Committees will doubtless have its due share in con- 
tributing to ultimate results. 

Of the steps which have been taken by the Council during the last 


"three years toward the establishment of a journal which should be 


worthy of the Association and of the important Library interests 
and activities of the United Kingdom, the Council propose to speak 
in another part of this Report, and they will conclude this brief 
survey of the work of the first five years of our existence with the 
expression of their hope that the work done during the next five 
years may be not less zealous and energetic, and that it may be 
even more fruitful of valuable and enduring results. 

London Meeting.—The Annual Meeting held last year in London, 
under circumstances which it can hardly be necessary for the 
Council here to recall, was not less successful than previous 
meetings. Although there was not the same kind of attractions 
offered as at such leading provincial centres as Ndinburgh, Man- 
chester and Oxford, the interest exhibited by our members in the 
domestic affairs of the Association was not by any means relaxed, 
and the interest of the London meeting may be said to have been 
thoroughly sustained. The amount of business in the programme 
induced the Council to arrange for a four-days’ mecting, instead 
of the usual three days, a precedent which it is proposed to follow 
this year at Cambridge. In the unhappy loss of the late Mr. 
Coxe’s presence, the Council were fortunate in securing the services 
of the distinguished lawyer, Mr. J. A. Russell, Q.C., who, as Master 
of the Library of Gray’s Inn, very fitly presided at the meeting 
which was held in the historic hall of the Honourable Society. 

Monthly Meelings—By the kind permission of the Board of 
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Management of the London Institution, the use of their Committee- 
room for our meetings has been continued to us, and the Council 
hereby offer them, on behalf of the Association, warm thanks for 
this courtesy. One monthly meeting and several Council meetings 
have been held at Gray’s Inn by the courteous permission of 
the Treasurer of the Society, to whom also the Council offer hearty 
thanks. Eleven monthly meetings have been held during the 
year. The papers read at these meetings have, for the most 
part, been printed in the Monruty Nores. They have been as 
follows :— 

At the Fourth Meeting for the year (Jan. 6) a paper was read by 
Mr. J. Ballinger, librarian of the Doncaster Free Library, entitled 
“ Jottings from my Note-book.” 

At the Fifth Meeting (Feb. 3) a paper was read by Mr. KE. C. 
Thomas, entitled ‘‘ Professor Dziatzko on the British Museum.” 

At the Sixth (March 3) and Seventh (April 6) Meetings the ad- 
journed Discussion upon Mr. Thomas’s paper was continued, in 
the course of which two letters from Professor Dziatzko were read. 
At the Sixth Meeting Mr. Alfred Cotgreave, librarian of the Free 
Public Library, Richmond, exhibited his “ Long-Reacher.” 

At the Eighth Meeting (May 5) a paper was read by Mr. Andrew 
Taylor, treasurer of the Edinburgh Subscription Library, entitled 
“ Present-day Limits to Public Subscription Libraries.” 

At the Ninth Meeting (June 2) a paper was read by Mr. K. C. 
Thomas, entitled “ Library Statistics of HKurope.” 

Committees.—At the October Monthly Meeting, committees were 
appointed: to consider and report on the following subjects : Size- 
Notation; The Training of Library Assistants; and On the 
Preparation of Illustrations to the Cataloguing Rules adopted at 
the last Annual Meeting. Reports from these Committees will be 
laid before the Association at Cambridge. At the October Council 
Meeting, a sub-committee of the council was appointed to consider 
the question of a Journal for the Association, and they prepared 
a report, which was printed by order of the Council in the number 
of Montruty Nores for last December (vol. ii, pp. 97—99). Re- 
cently the Council have appointed a small sub-committee, consisting 
of Mr. Tedder and the secretaries, to digest the answers received 
in reply to the Binding Circular issued last year, and to report 
to them in time for the Cambridge Meeting. The Council, there- 
fore, confine themselves here to an expression of their regret 
that the communications received in response to the very large 
number of circulars sent out have been so few. 

Obituary.—We have lost several Members by death during the 
past year. The death of Major-General Stewart Allan was a loss 
to us and a still greater loss to the Free Public Library at Rich- 
mond, He was a Member of the Committee of that Institution, 
and his knowledge of books and willing spirit had been of great 
assistance to it. Mr. H. J. Adams, a publisher and a lover of litera- 
ture, had not long been a Member of our Association, but took 
a great interest in our proceedings, and, if he had been spared, 
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might have been of considerable service to us. The death of Mr. 
T. B. M. Dutton removed from our ranks a working librarian, 
who was characterised by great energy and _ conscientiousness. 
He received his early training in the oldest of our Free Public 
Libraries —- that of Salford —and was afterwards, for eighteen 
years, librarian of the Manchester Atheneum. Many of our 
Members will remember his modest and courteous demeanour at 
our meeting in Manchester. Kven while this Report is being 
prepared, the Council have been distressed to hear of the sudden 
death of one of our most distinguished members—Professor W. 
Stanley Jevons. Professor Jevons, who was prescut at our Oxford 
Meeting, in 1878, and was for some time a Member of the Council, 
has always exhibited the liveliest interest in the affairs of the 
Association, and in the working of Free Public Libraries. He was 
also much interested in the question of establishing an English 
Library Journal, and, probably, the last piece of work which he 
was destined to finish was the preparation of the valuable ‘* List of 
Selected Books in Political Economy,” which appeared in the July 
number of Monruty Nores. The Council believe that Dr. Jevons 
intended to be present at the Cambridge Meeting, and they had 
even some reason to hope that he would have contributed a paper to 
our proceedings. They feel sure that they will have the sympathy 
of every Member of the Association in asking the Cambridge 
Meeting to express their regret at the loss they have thus sustained, 
and their condolence with the bereaved family of the lamented 
Professor. 

Members.—Vhere has been a net inerease of 32 members since the 
last Report of the Council, and the total number upon our roll is 
368, of whom 30 are Honorary Members. Of the 338 subscribing 
members the number known to us to be actually engaged in library 
administration as librarians or members of library committees, 
amounts to 206. As two-fifths of 838 is 135, and as the number 
of non-librarians now amounts to 132, the Council propose to 
invite the serious attention of the Cambridge Mecting to the 
desirability of reconsidering Article 6 of the Constitution, Of 
the subscribing members 17 are Life Members. During the year 
the number of Honorary Members has been increased by the 
election of Mr. Edward Kdwards, Professor Carl Dziatzko, and 
Count Ugo Balzani. 

The number of Libraries represented in the Association, without 
including branches, now reaches the considerable figure of 179. 

Ojjieers.—The Council are glad to take this opportunity of ac- 
knowledging the valuable services rendered to the Association by 
the Treasurer and the Secretaries, and they tender their warmest 
thanks for such services. 

Iinance.—The Treasurer’s balance-sheet shows our gross income 
for the year, to August 8th, to have been £219 10s. 3d., and the 
expenditure £68 19s. 8d. It must be borne in mind, however, 
that against this apparently large balance has to be set the cost of 
the London volume, which it has !).en found impossible by the 
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Secretaries to issue within the year, as well as other outstanding 
accounts. It will be seen from the Auditors’ statement of Assets 
and Liabilities that the Association is not too rich, and the 
question how to increase our income still occupies the attention of 
the Council from time to time. 

Library Journal and Monthly Notes—The publication of the 
Library Journal has been continued, and the Council were glad to 
learn that, in its altered form, and under Mr. Cutter’s able editor- 
ship, it has ceased to be a source of anxiety to its publisher. It 
still remained nominally our “‘ official organ,” but under the changed 
circumstances due to our new publishing arrangements, the advan- 
tages of the connection were reduced to a minimum; and, accord- 
ingly, in May, Mr. C. A. Cutter formally requested to be allowed 
to drop from the title of the Library Journal the words in which it 
imports to be our oflicial organ. The Council were of opinion that 
no other course was open to them but toassent to Mr. Cutter’s pro- 
posal. They are, at the same time, anxious to recognise the service 
rendered to us by the editors and publisher of the Jowrnal, and they 
will ask the Cambridge Meeting to pass a formal resolution on the 
subject. 

During the present year, our own publication, Montuty Nores, 
has been largely extended in scope and size, and the Council 
have good reason to believe that these improvements, and espe- 
cially the development of the bibliographical matter, have been 
welcomed and appreciated by the Members of the Association. 
This satisfactory result is entirely due to the devotion and ability 
of Mr. Thomas, who has undertaken the duties of Editor, in addition 
to his services as Secretary, and, at a recent meeting of the Council, 
the following resolution was unanimously passed :— 

Resolved: ‘‘ That the best thanks of the Council be given to 
Mr. KE. C. Thomas, for the care and ability which he has displayed 
as Hon. Editor of Monruty Nores.” The Council are sure that in 
discharging this debt of gratitude, they have the cordial support of 
the Association at large. 

The arrangements with Messrs. Triibner for the publication of 
Monruty Nores, will end with the close of the present year, and 
cannot be continued. Under all the circumstances the Council, 
after full consideration, have arrived at the conclusion that it is 
desirable to incorporate the present publications—viz. the annual 
volume of Transactions and the Monrnty Nores, into a single 
monthly journal, and they recommend this course for the adoption 
of the present meeting. 

Cambridge Meeting.—The Council cannot conclude this Report 
without some reference to the exertions of those of our members, 
and of the other Cambridge residents, who have formed an active 
and influential Local Committee. The large measure of success, 
which is confidently anticipated at our Annual Meeting this year, 
will be entirely due to their efforts, and the Council cannot refain 
from tendering their heartiest thanks to each of them, and in 
particular to our eminent and accomplished President. 
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REPORT ON SIZE NOTATION. 


In making their Report, the Committee on Size Notation do not 
consider it necessary to recapitulate the details of the attempts of 
the previous Committees of the Association to formulate Schemes 
of Notation, or of the discussions to which their consideration gave 
rise. These will be found described in the volumes of the Transac- 
tions, as follows: 

The First Report, which contains the three systems proposed by 
the American Library Association, C. Madeley and B. R. Wheatley, 
occurs at p. 11 of the Manchester volume of the Transactions 
(Second Annual Meeting), the discussion at p. 103, and some 
supplementary statements in the Appendix at p. 133. 

Another proposal is made in the Edinburgh volume (Third 
Annual Mecting) as a portion of the Report of the Committee on 
Title Entries. At the last Annual Meeting of the Association in 
London, when the motion for the adoption of this proposal was 
brought forward, two amendments were moved, which, together 
with the original motion, were successively negatived by small 
majorities, and the matter was thus left open to be reconsidered de 
MOVO, 

Subsequently to this, at the First Monthly Meeting in October, a 
motion was carried for the appointment of another Committee on 
the subject, to consist of Messrs. Bullen, Garnett, B. R. Wheatley, 
Tedder, and Knapman, and the two Secretaries, to which the name 
of Mr. KE. B. Nicholson was subsequently added. 

The object of the new Committee has been to construct a scheme 
from those already proposed, which, in giving a nearly exact defini- 
tion of size in height, should interfere as little as possible with the 
nomenclature of the past, and, if practicable, should solve the 
difficulty of a combination of size and signature-notation in one plan. 

They have had to consider what are the chief errors in the nota- 
tion of our predecessors which require a remedy, and it seems to 
them that they have consisted more in a deficient than in an ex- 
cessive use of such terms as they possessed, and in a want of exacti- 
tude in their application: — 

1. One error has been a frequent confounding of folios and 
quartos, or of quartos and octavos, in the cataloguing of the earlier 
printed books, owing to cropt copies of the former, in either case, 
simulating the sizes of the latter. 

2. A large number of small 8° books have been usually deseribed 
as 12°. 

3. 12° and 18° have been frequently confounded with each other. 

4, Octavos, quartos, and folios of all sizes have been merely so 
denominated, without any modifying terms to define varieties 
differing several inches in height. 

The error first mentioned can be easily remedied by strict ob- 
ervance of the fact that the paper in folios and octavos has per- 
yendicular—and in quartos, horizontal—wire or water lines. The 
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other errors can all be avoided by greater attention to exactitude in 
noticing both size and signature. 

Some differences of opinion have rendered it necessary to leave 
the question open on one point, by an alternative adoption of iwo 
} forms of nomenclature, viz., either the use of the term large, or of 
its equivalents, imperial and royal, the argument for the former 
being a reduction in the number of terms used in the table; that 
for the latter, that they are sizes well-known to, and used by, 
librarians, and tolerably well understood by the literary public, and 
in that respect differ from the numerous technical terms of the 
smaller-sized papers in each form, which for library purposes it is 
desirable to ignore. 

When it is considered that a system of size notation for ordinary 
catalogues should be one that can be made to fit the varieties of size 
which have been in use in this and other countries during four 
centuries, the subject can well be understood to be full of difficulties. 
The Committee, after making experiments on both old and modern 
books, desire to offer the table at the close of this Report as an 
attempt at a solution of these difliculties. 

The exact naming of book sizes according to the number of 
leaves to a signature is an impossibility. No stress must be laid 
on the supposition that the alterations in size of machine-made 
papers have been the cause of this difficulty of adhering to the old 
signature notation, for the variation in number of leaves to signa- 
| ture in the smaller sizes made it as difficult to follow strictly 
signature notation in the olden time as inourown. These varieties 
have arisen from the different systems of quiring and gutherin), 
from the adoption of insefs, and from the printing on one-third, 
one-half, or two-thirds of the full sheet, and thus the leaves to 
signatures instead of following the supposed normal rule of 2 to e 
folio, 4 to 4°, 8 to 8°, and 12 to 12”, are often as follows :-— 

In f°, the leaves to signatures run in twos, fours, sives, and eiyltes. 

In 4” they are in fours, sixes, and eights. 

In the larger octavos they are often in fos, though the width 
is less than three-fourths. In other octavos they are usually in 
eights, but half-sheet books occur in fois. 

In 12° they are in sives or twelves. 

In 16° they are in e/yhts or sixteens, 

In 18° they are in sives or (welves. 

In 24° they are in sives or tivelves. 

In 32° they are in eights or sixteens. 

Among the above anomalies the -chief trouble met with in old 
books is the occurrence of works in eights in many differing sizes, and 
the consequent adoption of the term 8° by purists in cataloguing 
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” for all such books, though they may vary to the extent of five inches 
in height. To say a book is an 8° because it has eight leaves to a 
H signature, is simply to close the question at once without attempting 


the solution of the difficulties surrounding size notation. Books 
in eights are of all sizes from the 48° to the folio. But though in 
wuy attempt at a system of sizc-notation, we must give up this signua- 
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ture rule of eight, the Committee think the names of these smaller 
eights should bear an affinity to the term, and be called according to 
the diminution of their size in even multiples of cight (16 and 32), 
while books in /welves should run in the multiples of six, (12, 18, 
24). ‘The use of the term 16° for all old books of the 16° height in 
eights, 2an be modified when they are of the broad form by the term 
square being prefixed, 

Though a perfect regularity of gradation jn a table of sizes, is 
an obiect worth attaining, yet, as it interferes with actual fact, the 
filling up of the scheme by intervals of half an inch between the 
terms has alone been attempted. 

The smaller sizes given embrace the demy-size measurements 
within each term, and allow for slight varieties in the other paper 
sizes, for those in papers of modern makers no longer trammelled 
by the hand-made paper measurements, and for the changes of 
size usually developed under the manipulations of the binder. 

The notation of the table will be found to suit books of all 
times and of all countries, and it is believed would contribute to 
the drawing closer of the agreement between size-and-signature- 
notation; as by noting both the height of the book and the number 
of leaves following the signature, an appropriate term for every 
size will be found in the table. 

The Committee recommend that the table be printed on a card 
with the explanation at its back, and circulated among the mem- 
bers of the Association. 


EXPLANATION OF THE TABLE OF Sizes. 


Tur table embraces all the sizes of books, in steps of half-inches 
from each other from 48° to imperial folio (23 in.), and also includes 
a term for the largest folios (about 30 in.). In verifying the sizes 
of the smaller books it is necessary to give especial attention to 
the question of their being in the eights or in the tiwelves series. 

Sizes slightly differing from those given, ¢.c. being between the 
terms, are to have the one applied to them to which their height 
is nearest; all cut and bound books thus between two sizes being 
called by the larger, and all uncut books by the smaller term 
nearest them. 

The measurement of the paper, not of the binding-cover is to 
be taken. 

The width in all 4° books, and of other small books de- 
nominated eyware is above }, i.e. + of the height, and the width 
of other books (the usual shape) from = to } of their height. 
Oblong-shaped books are to be so designated in addition to f°, 4°, 
8°, &e., according to their relative size. The modifications, la., imp., 
roy., and sm., are not applied to sizes below 8° as being of infre- 
quent occurrence or slight variation, but if on identifying by size 
and signature, a book cannot otherwise be truthfully described, they 
can be used, 


With regard to books of the usual width, about 10 or 11 inches 
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high, those of the preceding centuries should usually be described 
as small folios, but those of the present, and perhaps the latter part 
of the last century, as large, or royal and imperial octavos. 

In early printed books, and in all bibliographical curiosities, it is 
advisable that actual measurement should be given in addition to the 
nominal size-signature notation of the table. 

Inlaid and stilted books are to have both real and factitious sizes 
noted.

“THE EDITOR’S REPORT.” 


At a time when the other officers of the Association are rendering 
an account of their stewardship, and when the sound of Reports is 
heard in the land, it will not be thought unreasonable that the 
Editor also should turn his thoughts backwards, and survey the 
work done in connection with Monruty Nores during the past six 
or seven months. 
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In the first place, we think that we may fairly claim to have 
shown that the fear entertained by some of our members that 
there would be a difficulty in finding sufficient material to justify 
the enlargement effected at the beginning of the year, was not well- 
founded. On the contrary, the pressure upon our space has, in fact, 
been so great, that, upon three occasions (not including the present 
number), it has been found desirable to issue an extra number of 
pages. 

The matter which has hitherto appeared has naturally been largely 
confined to libraries and librarianship. The library news which 
has been published has been supplied at first-hand by librarians them- 
selves, and, in most cases, by members of our own Association. 
The Editor has also endeavoured to make brief notices of library 
catalogues and reports a main feature in these pages, and already, 
in the course of the present year, has published summaries of 
over fifty library reports, some of which are not issued in print, - 
and the great majority of which have not been noticed in any other 
general organ. 

We may claim also to have done something for bibliography, 
although, of course, the space which can be devoted to this branch 
of our work is severely limited. In this space, however, we have 
presented to our members a considerable body of current biblio- 
graphical news, and have noticed, bricfly, indeed, yet we hope not 
unusefully, a very large number of important new bibliographical 
publications, of which nine-tenths probably, or, at all events, seven- 
eighths, have not been noticed in any other English periodical— 
literary or bibliographical. 

The few papers which we have been able to print here, in addi- 
tion to those read at the Monthly Meetings, are probably too 
freshly in the minds of our readers to need recalling. To the last 
of them, Professor Jevons’s List of Books on Political Economy, 
the sad death of its amiable and distinguished author, alas! lends 
an additional and melancholy interest. 

If so much has been done in the limited space, and with the 
limited resources, which are all that the Association can at 
present place at the disposal of its Editor, there ought surely to 
be no doubt or misgiving as to the greater work that could be 
accomplished with increased material resources. It is not for 
the Kditor to discuss here the financial or practical aspects of the 
question. But he may ventare to assert, from the experience of 
the past few months, that, if the material means can be found, the 
Association may safely rely upon its members to do what they 
can to render the publication worthy, in a practical and in a 

terary sense, of the important interests which the Association 
has in its charge. 

The Editor has, in conclusion, the agreeable duty of renewing 
his acknowledgments to those gentlemen who have assisted him. 
One of our members, in particular, has undertaken in effect the 
entire direction of the bibliographical department. To Messrs. 
Cowell, Haggerston and Tedder, the Nores are indebted for 
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longer articles, while the list of those who have contributed 
various items of information is too long to be included here. To 
one and all of these gentlemen the Editor offers his warm acknow- 
ledgments. ‘ Ep. 


LIBRARY NOTES. 


DonFerMLINeE.—It is announced that Lord Rosebery will visit 
Dunfermline shortly, in order to preside at the opening of the Free 
Library. 


Epinpurcu.—Negotiations have been going on for a year in 
reference to the union of the Select Subscription Library with 
the Edinburgh Subscription Library, in the course of which pro- 
posals of absorption were also received from the Philosophical 
Institution and the Literary Institute. These have now been con- 
cluded, and, on the 27th of July it was unanimously resolved to 
dissolve the Edinburgh Select Subscription Library, and to dis- 
pose of the books and other property. Mr. A. Buchan, §.8.C., 
and Mr. Andrew Taylor, were appointed liquidators. As the cata- 
logue of the Subscription Library is nearly identical with that of 
the Select Subscription Library, the collection of books will not be 
altogether lost to the city. At the same time, the liquidators have 
a valuable collection of books to dispose of. They can sell either 
by public auction or private contract, and an official announce- 
ment on the subject will be found at the end of the present issue 
of Monruty Norss. 

Hicu Wycompe.—The Fancy Fair held for the benefit of the 
Library Endowment Fund on the 18th, 19th, and 20th of July, 
was avery great success. A very full and interesting report of 
the proceedings appears in the South Bucks Free Press for July 21st ; 
and in the Lady’s Pictorial for July 29th will be found a series of 
sketches illustrating the Fancy Fair, including a fair likeness of 
Mr. J. O. Griffits, Q.C., the distinguished Founder of the Library, 
as Roger Ascham. We are glad to learn further that the very 
considerable amount of £1,431, was realised, after defraying the ex- 
penses. Less than £400 is now required, we believe, to complete 
the proposed Endowment Fund of £3,000. We heartily congratulate 
Mr. Griffits on the success that has attended his public-spirited 
efforts on behalf of his native town. 


Hutt.—A meeting to promote the establishment of a Free Library 
at Hull was held on July the 28th, the chair being taken by the 
Mayor, who was supported by Mr. C. H. Wilson, M.P., Dr. A. K. 
Rollit, and others. 


Oxrorp.—Bopieian Lisrary.—The library having acquired the 
old examination schools, now occupies every floor of the quad- 
rangle, and one of the old schools is already being shelved for 
40,000 vols. The ‘‘ Curators’” or “ Clarendon” room has also 
been handsomely fitted up: all incunabula will probably be trans- 
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ferred to it, and arranged as a guide to the early history of 
printing. Open shelves, to contain all the bibliography (by 
subjects), hava been erected in Duke Humphrey’s reading-room ; 
the reference collection attached to this room will also be revised 
and extended shortly. A new select library is being formed in the 
open cases ia the Camera, and will be completed before term. 
Accession lists of new foreign purchases, and of the most interest- 
ing purchases of old_ works, will be posted in both reading-rooms. 
The 7283 vols. of the catalogue are being paged, and an officer 
will be employed for some years to come in revising all headings 
and titles, and indexing all extensive articles. For accessions, the 
cataloguing rules of the L.A.U.K. will be adopted, with only 
such modifications as are essential to the catalogue; the practic- 
ability of introducing print will also be considered. The sorting 
of the spare set of slips which are to form a subject-catalogue, is 
being rapidly expedited by a special extra staff; whether they shall 
be laid down in volumes or on cards is undecided. The long- 
designed classified rearrangement of the library will be carried out 
(as intended) by first arranging the slips relating to a subject, 
and then bringing the books on it into a corresponding order. 
University College has transferred to the library, as a deposit, its 
collection of 185 vols. of MSS. A rough list of more than 1,200 
Oxford-published books not in the library has been compiled, and 
very many have been already obtained. Half-morocco binding 
has been substituted for half-calf, and a new cheap binding for 
tracts, &e.—paper boards with parchment back—has been devised. 
All printed volumes containing several distinct works (not being 
‘ homogeneous tracts) are now broken up on rebinding. 
NorrincuamM.—Free Punic Lisraries.—A Children’s Library is 
about to be formed in connection with these Libraries, in a room in 
close proximity to the University College. Mr. Samuel Morley, 
M.P., has given £250 towards its establishment, and it is expected 
to be in full operation in the course of a few weeks. 
Presvon.—Frev Liprary anD Mustum.—The Harris trustees 
have resolved to make an application to the Court of Chancery for 
an additional £10,000, in order to erect and complete the new 
Free Library and Museum at Preston, in accordance with the plans 
of Mr. Hibbert, architect of the town. The £10,000 referred to 
will make the total sum applicable for the building of the Free 
Library, &c., over £70,000, granted by the Harris trustees, and 
added to the other money voted by the same trustees for endow- 
ment and the purchase of reference books, Wc., will make a sum 
total of £100,000 which the trustees have voted for the purposes of 
these combined institutions. The foundation stone will be laid, 
with full masonic honours, by the Duke of Albany, on the 4th of 
September, during the Preston Guild festivities, 
Wakrrincron.—Mustum anp Liprary.—The Library has recently 
received a bequest, from the late Dr. Kendrick, of one hundred 
volumes, to be selected from his books. Miss Kendrick has aiso 
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presented to the Museum a collection of ecclesiastical and medieval 
seals, and of impressions of medals and engraved gems made by 
her late father. : 





The judgments in the Court of Appeal, in the case of The Queen 
v. The Wimbledon Local Board, in which it was decided that the 
common law right of the ratepayers, at a meeting called to con- 
sider the adoption of the Libraries Acts, to demand a poll, was not 
taken away by those Acts, will be found reported in the Law 
Reports, 8 Q. B. D., 459; and in 51 Law Journal Reports, p. 219. 

The philosophical and scientific books (about 2,000 volumes) of 
the late Mr. G. H. Lewes have been presented by his representatives 
to the trustees of Dr. Williams’ Library, on the condition that the 
collection should be arranged separately for the use of students. 

The Palatine Nole-Book for August contains a catalogue of the 
library of Sir Thomas Holcroft, at Vale Royal, in Cheshire, in 
1616, which included some of the MSS. of the monastery of that 
place. ° 

The Cotgreave Indicator has been adopted for the rew Public 
Libraries which are now in course of erection at Newport, Mon., 
and Dunfermline. 

The degree of LL.D. has been conferred by the North-western 
University, upon our Honorary Member, Mr. W. F. Poole, of 
Chicago. 

The Annales du Biblicphile Belge for June publishes an inter- 
esting list of the books of Henry II. of Navarre, according to an 
inventory of the Chiteav. de Pau, bearing date 1533. 

We are glad to learn that Messrs. Castellani and Podesta have 
been honourably acquitted by the Italian courts of the accusation, 
under which they have so long lain, of neglect of: their duties at 
the Biblioteca Vittorio Emanuele of Rome. The terms in which 
the verdict has been delivered implicate gravely the trustworthi- 
ness of the Committee of Enquiry of two years ago, when so many 
serious charges, which now turn out to have been entirely ground- 
less, were made against several important officials. 

The Abbate P. A. Serassi, who died in 1791, devoted his whole 
life to collecting printed and MS. materials for a life of Tasso. 
His interesting collection, which is now at Bergamo, is described 
in an article of the Archivio Storico Lombardo of last March, where 
may also be seen an account of the historical archives of Mantua 
and of the Gonzaga family. 

The Archivio Veneto (tomo xxii., p. 2) contains an article on the 
Biblioteca Capitolare of Verona. 

Schalich-Effendi has been nominated director of the libraries of 
Constantinople, and has begun to compile a general catalogue of 
books and MSS., among which many rarities are already said to 
have been discovered.

The circulation during the 
year was 91,429, a small increase over the previous year, which the librarian 
notes as exceptional among the libraries of the country, in which there appears 
a to have been a persistent decrease of circulation since 1880, Mr. Larned dis- 
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cusses the question of excluding sensational fiction, and announces that his 
efforts for the last four years have resulted in a lowering of the proportion of 
tiction issued from 77 per cent. to 73°71 per cent. ‘The institution has 1,777 
paying members. 


From Mr. Gethin’s last monthly return (to Aug. 2) of the Free 
Library at Kidderminster, we learn that the issues were 956, of 
which 908 consisted of fiction. ‘The number of new borrowers was 
twenty-three, and the entire number of borrowers is 987. 


From the half-yearly return of issues at the Plymouth Free 
Public Library, made by Mr. W. H. K. Wright, we gather that the 
circulation during the six months ending 30th June last, amounted 
to 97,259 volumes, a total considerably in excess of previous issues.

That England should be behind nearly every other country in its 
bibliography of current literature is not very creditable, but nothing better can be 
hoped for until a really complete list of all books issued in the United Kingdom 
is brought out at least once a week.

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they refer. The compiler is evidently speaking ironically when, in his preface, he 
remarks that he has ‘‘ tried to provide what seems to him a valuable aid to the 
school teacher of history.”’

This and the two preceding works belong to the series of publications issued 
in commemoration of the Mai Centenary ; notices of two others have appeared in 
Montuty Noves, p. 78. 


Dr. Heinrich Krebs, librarian to the Taylor Institution, Oxford, 
writes to The Acudemy (June 24), that the Institution has formed 
almost a complete set of the publications of the bibliographer 
Gabriel Peignot. In the following week our member, Mr. Sam. 
Timmins, writes to say that he has collected fifty-three separate 
works, besides one hundred autograph letters, which have been 
published, and sixty-three which have not been published. 

Our member, Mr. W. EK. Axon, has added a complete biblio- 
graphy to his in‘eresting reprint of three early editions of the 
veracious history of ‘* Mother Shipton” (1641, 1686, and 1684), 
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together with an introduction (Manchester : Heywood [1882], Sm. 
8vo, pp. XXvii.—78). 

At the recent meeting of the Devonshire Association for the 
Advancement of Literature, Science, and Art, held at Crediton in 
the last week in July, our member, Mr. W. H. K. Wright, read a 
paper on “ Devonian Literature, its chief defects,” in which he 
advocated his proposal for the preparation of a new Bibliography 
of that important county. 

Professor Sidney Colvin has added some useful bibliographical 
notes to his “Selections from the writings of Walter Savage 
Landor.” (London: Macmillan, 1882, 18mo, pp. xxxvii. 375, price 
4s. Gd.). 

The “ Annual Report of the Smithsonian Institution, 1880 ” 
(Washington, 1881), which has only recently come to hand, 
contains a bibliography of anthropology, by O. T. Mason. This, 
of course, does nut claim to be complete, but it is tolerably perfect 
as regards America. Another contribution to the same volyme is 
an exhaustive synoj sis and bibliography of the scientitie writings 
of Sir William Herschel, by E. 8S. Holden and C. 8. Hastings. 


Mr. Leypoldt, the publisher of the Library Journal, is pre- 
paring two useful little manuals. One is “ The Literature of 
Knowledge,” a companion to the ‘ Books of all time” already 
issued by him, and which will be devoted to the best works in 
literature, art, philosophy, history, &c.; the other will be entitled 
** Bouks tor the Young,” and is to consist of a catalogue of the 
best juvenile literature. 

The July Bulletin of the Library Company of Philadelphia con- 
tains a bibliography of ** Bi-Centennial Reading,” by F. D. Stone, 
librarian of the Historical Society. For more convenient reference, 
the shelf-mark of the Library Company’s copy ‘of each work 
referred to is appended in a foot-note. 


A new edition of Hawthorne’s works, in twelve volumes, with a 
bibliographical introduction to each volume by Mr. G. P. Lathrop, 
is announced by Messrs. Houghton, Mifflin & Co. (Boston, U.S.) 

A “Bibliography of the Bacon-Shakespeare Literature,” has 
been issued by Mr. H. Wyman, of Cincinnati. It includes sixty- 
three titles, almost all American. 

In the Insurance Times (New York) for April appears the com- 
mencement of a bibliography of insurance law, by Mr. J. Griswold. 

The School Bulletin (U.S.) is publishing a very complete list 
of English books on teaching which are known to be attainable. 

A bibliography of Victor Hugo is given in the Literary World 
(Boston) for June 3. 

The Providence Public Library Reference List, for May, has 
‘Emerson’ for one of its subjects. The references to periodicals 
in the forthcoming edition of Poole’s Index may be seen in the 
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Publishers’ Weelsly for May 6. A similar list is also appended to 
“ R, W. Emerson,”, by A. Ireland, (Manchester, 1882, La. 8vo 
pp. 120). 

We are glad to observe that the publishing firm of Féchoz et 
Letouzey are preparing for the ‘‘ Dictionnaire des Anonymes ” of 
Barbier, and the ‘ Supercheries” of Quérard, (1) sheets of 
additions and corréctions ; (2) a supplement which will extend to 
a couple of voumes; and (3) a table générale of proper names 
contained in these works (of which the stock has been purchased by 
the firm in question) as well as of the proposed supplement. 

P. Carlos Sommervogel, 8.J., will shortly publish a ‘ Diction- 
naire des ouvrages publiés par des religieux de la compagnie de 
Jésu depuis sa fondation jusqu’’ nos jours,” in 2 vols., 8vo, double 
columns, which will form a valuable supplement to the well-known 
‘* Bibliothéque des écrivains de la compagnie de Jésus; par les 
PP. de Backer.” 

A “Notice bio-bibliographique ” is attached to the new edition 
of the “ Poésies diverses de Gilbert,” which has just been edited 
by Paul Perret in the Petits poetes du XVIIT siécle (Quantin). 

The new edition of the “ Dictionnaire du département de l’Eure” 
(Evreux: imp. Hérissey, 1582, 8vo, pp. xliv.—-360, price 5 frs.) is 
supplied with a bibliography. 

A bibliography is appended to “ T’Année Politique (1881); par 
A. Daniel” (Paris: Charpentier, 1882, Sm. 8vo, pp. vili.-458, 
Price 3.50 frs.). 

The Belgian government has resolved to assist the publication 
of the “ Bibliothéque historique de la Belgique ” by means of an 
annual subsidy. This important work was projected by the Société 
bibliographique Be lye of Liége, and is intended to complete the 
similar “ Repertorium ” brought out at Leyden between 1863 and 
1872, for the northern provinces of the former Low Countries. 

The valuable “ Bibliotheca Belgica” of M. Ferd. Van der 
ITaeghen is progressing slowly, but surely. Livraisons 21-24 have 
recently been issued, and the names of two collaborateurs, MM. 
Arnold and Van den Berghe, of the Bibliothéque de l'Université de 
Gand, now appear on the title-page.
